this "murderous" disposition was man- 
ifested is not stated; neither is it ex- 
plained by n lint process the diabolical 
designs of the • 'colored citizens of Af- 
rican descent" were discovered, or by 
what evidence they can be established. 
The dispatch does not charge any overt 
act. Jt clearly appeal's that whatever 
schemes of massacre the uegrocs may 
have plotted, they had not taken the 
first step in the direction of executing 
them. But the superior race seems to 
have possessed some occult and abnor- 
mal knowledge of the secret purposes 
that lurked in the minds of the emanci- 
pated bondmen, and, on the principle 
that self-protection is the first law of nsi- 
tura, felt it their duty to take energetic 
precautionary measures. ''Yesterday," 
says the dispatch, "sixteen of the ring- 
leaders were arrested and taken, to Tren- 
ton and placed in jail for safe-keeping." 
Inasmuch as the only riot of which we 
have any intelligence was an anticipated, 
not an actual riot, the term "ringlead- 
ers" must be taken in a prophetic sense. 
That is, they were the persons who, in 
case there should be. a riot, would, in 
the eyes of thei:; captors, bo likely to 
figure as ringleaders. They were not 
actual criminals. 
Accordingly, they 


were arrested and imprisoned, on geu- 
eral precautionary principles. 
The se- 


qnelissoon told: "About one o'clock 
tliis morning," gays the dispatch, "be- 
tween seventy-five and oua hundred 
masked men entered the town, rode to 
the jail and demanded and compelled 
the delivery of the keys. They then 
took the sixteen negroes from the jail.

Four were killed and two 
mortally 


wounded at the edge of the town. They 
then rode off with the other ten, and 
are supposed to have killed them. Noth- 
ing has been heard from them since 
they left."

outbreak." This is as it should be.

Were the average newspaper to leave 


its selfish self out of the contest, trad 
aigue the cause of postal telegraph in 
the interests of the people otherwise en- 
gaged, the desired result would soon be 
aitained. There is where the drawback 
ej.ists, and the Mercury should look 
more to that feature of |the cose than on 
tbe fact that there is a single monopoly 
aloae running all the wires iu the 
conntry. 


And that brings us along to the point 


wu wish to make at present. Within 
the past year and ft half, there has been 
built by the United States Government 
nearly a thousand miles of line in Ari- 
zona, and which wire is still owned and 
practically operated by said government, 
•11 for the sake of a few hundred lousy 
Indians and a very few thousand whites, 
a majority of which last are really greas- 
ers. Not one word has been said against 
the expenditure of the money for this 
enterprise, by even the most violent op- 
posers of postaltelegroph generally—for

•this reason:- The "Associated Press 
monopoly was little concerned for all 
the news that thinly inhabited Arizona 
could ever furnish. No doubt the mili- 
tary were better enabled to carry on the 
camcaign there by means of the wire, 
but it was totally unnecessary with such 
a man as Crook to command. Arizona 
is to be congratulated, however, on her 
luck i»» this matter. . Sha .has been fa- 
vored~oyer all other Territories or States 
by thiaieisidant -in the way of favorable 
circumstances. Nearly every town and 
poit pi j'conaetjoence iu Arizona, is fur- 
nished jrith ,ch«ij» telegraphic- facilities 
by" reason of government owning the 
wire. Latterly the Western Union com- 
pany has managed the business,, because 
of their connection with and controlling 
interest in all the wires of the land.

And stronger still, we 
cannot recall a single argument on the 
part of those papers that have been suf- 
fering so to speak for postal telegraph 
facilities, wherein the Arizona enterprise 
has been made to play any part what- 
ever. Were government to afford one- 
fourth the facilities of telegraphic com- 
munication to the people throughout the 
conntry, in proportion to those bestow- 
ed upon the straggling and insignificant 
settlements and interests of Arizona, the 
people of the United States would be 
doubly Messed with postal service over 
the* of any people in the world.
